vealed and manifested to the point of 
uttermost sacrifice. Revelation as en- 
counter succeeds in becoming welcome, 
dialogue, and reciprocity only because 
the love expressed in Christ and achiev- 
ed by his Spirit transforms the stub- 
born heart into the heart of a son. 

A third characteristic of this encoun- 
ter is the depth of the communion es- 
tablished between God and man. He 
who receives the word of Christ and 
lives by this word passes from the sta- 
tus of slave to that of son and friend; 
he shares in knowledge and love of the 
Father, Son, and Holy Spirit. Christ 
said, “That they may all be one, even 
as you, Father, in me and I in you, 
that they also may be one in us... , 
that they may be one even as we are 


one; I in them and you in me, that they 
may be perfected in unity” (Jn 17:21- 
23). No human encounter, however 
perfect, can attain the degree of inti- 
macy and union that the encounter of 
faith initiates through God's love. 

Thus, whether looked upon as utter- 
ance or witness or encounter, revela- 
tion always strikes the same basic note: 
God is love and his word is a word of 
love. Faith is not submission to the will 
of a God who gets some pleasure out 
of exacting the homage of the human 
spirit; it is rather man’s recognition of 
God’s loving plan and of man’s free 
place in that plan; faith is an opening 
up to divine love inviting us to share in 
its own life. Revelation and faith are 
the work of love.
